NEWPORT, Ky., May 27.—The trial of 


Aloazo Walling for the murder of Pejrl 
Bryan was begun here before Judge 
Helm. Attorneys Iiockhart and Nelson, 
the same who appeared in the Scott 
Jackson case, conduce the prosecution, 
•while Colonel Washington and Attor- 
ney Sheppard appear for the defendant. 
Thirty-two men wpre examined and 
six accepted as jurors before the noon 
recess.

fcut preparations that have been in 
wogivss for three mouths for the events 
f Juno 1 and 2 in honor of the 100th 
birthday of the state of Tennessee are 
nearing consummation. 
The troops 


which are to give the splendor of mar- 
tial array to the June de^cnstrtiticu 
will arrive Saturday. They will num- 
ber between 4.000 and 5,000 inuii. 


June 1 will opea with a sunrise sa- 


lute of 16 guns, indicative of the fact 
;hat Tennessee was the sixteenth state 
admitted to the Union. At 10 o'clock 
the parade will move through the city 
to the exposition grounds. The exer- 
cises will take place in the Auditorium, 
which has been completed with a seat- 
,nor i-ariM-itv of fi.OOO 


The'governor of Tennessee will pre- 


side and the principal address will be 
delivered by Hon. J. M. Dickinson of 
Nashville, at present the assistant, at- 
tornev general of the United States. A 
salute of 100 mius will mark tho 100 
years of the state's existence. The cen- 
tennial proclamation will be read by 
Major John W. Thomas, president of 
the Tennessee centennial exposition, 
nnd as 44 guns are fired for the states of 
the Union and as the thousands of chil- 
dren sing "The Star Spangled Banner,1' 
the flag of the United States will be 
slowlv hoisted to the top of a staff, or 
seiies'of staffs, 300 feet high. 


The addresses of the second day will 


be delivered by Hon. A. A. Taylor, on 


Early Days in Tennessee." and Hon. 


E. W. Carmack, on "The Future of tha 
State." The exercises of the afternoon 
will bo conducted serially by tho Ladies' 
Hermitage association, the Daughters 
of ths American Revolution and the 
Colonial Dames, and the day will close 
with a sham battle of immense propor- 
tions.

Professor Langley is a native of Eos- 


burv. Mass., and a graduate of the Bos- 
ton Latin, school. His researches IE 
astronomy and his work as secretary x>l 
the Smithsonian institution, have al- 
ready given him great distinction. The 
present system of electric time- signal- 
in use upon our railroads is of his in- 
vention. But if, as seems probable, he 
has made human travel through the ar; 
a practicable and commerci illy feasible 
thing, all that he has done before will 
bo eclipsed and forgotten in this largei 
blaze of fame.—New York Recorder

INTERNATIONAL COINS- 


Favorable Action of tho House Cornniittet 


on Coinage. 
j 


The house committee on coinage, 


weights and measures has decided by a 
unanimous vote to authorize a favorable 
report on a resolution introduced bj 
Repre=ent.tm t- C W Stone of Puin-vl 
yania authorizing preliminary proceed- 
ings looking to the adoption of interna- 
tional coins. 
The resolution provides that the pres- 
iteit be authorized and requested to in 
vite an expression of opinion from the 
other principal commercial nations oi 
the world as to the desirability and 
feasibility of the adoption of interna 
tional coins to be current in all tht 
countries adopting their at a uniform 
value and to be specially adopted for in- 
voice purposes. 


If the expressions thus obtained from 


other nations are such as in the judg- 
ment of the president to render a con- 
ference desirable, he is authorized K 
invite it at a time and place to be des- 
ignated by him, to consider and raport 
a plan for the adoption and use of such 
coins composed of gold or silver, 01 
both- The president is authorized to ap- 
point three representatives, subject tc 
confirmation by the senate.—Washing- 
ton Star.

see what influence it has upon the 
national sentiment. It need not be 
a bad one, for we suspect that a cer- 
tain barbaricism — wo want that 
word greatly as distinguished from 
barbarism—is essential to the vital- 
ity and fighting prowess of any race 
that dwells in cities, but we can see 
no reason for believing that it will 
ha specially good. One can hardly 
affirm that the games preserved the 
manliness of tie Greeks, and they 
certainly did not preserve them from 
incessant, internal war. 


International athletics, we see in 


newspapers, are to furnish "new 
bonds to bind together the nations," 
but if they are only bound as the 
Greek states were the advantage 
will not bo conspicuous. The prob- 
ability is that Olympic games, an- 
cient and modern, had and will have 
the effect of games merely—that is, 
of distractions, innocent or other- 
wise according to circumstances, 
from tho peremptory work of the 
world. They are not worse than 
other amusements, and being enjoy- 
ed in tho open air and under thou- 
sands of eyes they are probably 
bettor than soino of them. Rather 
a population of football players than 
a population devoted, liko the Chi- 
nese, to cards or, like tho Bengalese, 
to gossip. But that is about as much 
as it is as yet justifiable to say.— 
London Spectator.

;^;iHow about yeur personal purity 
and integrity?

ence between men outside and inside 
the church? What is your character 
iu Christ? 


"flow about your business rela- 


tions? Are they conducted according 
to Chrisir They mast be if you 
would be known as a Christian. 
Your business must be done in a lov- 
ing fashion. 
I know men of that 


kind, and it does me good to go into 
their places of business. But there 
are some men do not like that. They 
do not ehow their Christianity in bus- 
iness. I heard once of a bant clerk 
who had become converted, and he 
got greatly concerned about the pres- 
ident of the bank. 
He thought 


about it. and wondered If this man 
was a Christian. 
Finally ke sum- 


moned courage and went nesitating- 
ly to the president's office and said : 
'I—I—have been trying fcr several 
days to get courage to ask If you are 
a Christian.' 'Well, James,' replied 
the president, 'I have been trying 
for a long time to get courage to ask 
you the same question.' Neither of 
these gentlemen had, before, 
the 


conception of what It is to be an 
every-day Christian, a Christian in 
business. 


"And this is the great question of 


the time—how to Christianize busi- 
ness. Business men might all be 
church members, and yet not show it. 
If Jesus were here he would ask, 
'What do ye more than others?' 
Business needs the spirit of Christ, 
the spirit that would lay down His 
life tor His fellows. 
W'hat are you 


doiug more than others, brother and 
sister ? 


"I know some homes that glow 


with the light of heaven, just be- 
cause the woman of the household is 
a Christian In her home. They may 
not be praying all the time and mak- 
ing tne family do the same, (though 
it is a good thing 5o pray without 
ceasine)—but they bake pood bread. 
I have seen other homes where con- 
fijsion reigned; 
Tlifi children were 


always cryibg, the house was topsy- 
turvy, everything went wrong. The 
bread In such houses is nearly sure 
to be sonrf 
And I have seen a con- 


vei-ted woman turn such a house com- 
pletely over and make it a little 
heaven on earth. That's what she's 
for. 
]f the salvation of Christ won't 


taV.a a confused household and make 
it a thing of beauty, it Isn't worth 
having. 


"How Is It about your relationship 


with the world? A man's holiest 
duty is to love the world. I do not 
speak of this as loving the evils or 
the world, but the world Itself. Nor 
do 1 believe a Christian can be world- 


Jy. There is no such thiog as a 
worldly Christian—you might as well 
talk of a heavenly davil. One of the 
maddest things ia all lue world is to 
hear a Ctme,uau i^y tu excuse world- 
lioess. It is pitiful to hear people 
say, "Don't look at us, 
look at 


Christ." We are here to be looked 
at. 


"What did Christ sayy 'Let your 


light so shine.' That 18 what we are 
here for, to blaze up with holiness 
and to be looked at. 
Christ is not 


here to be looked at and we are. The 
meanest thing thai crawls OB the 
earth is a worldly Christian. We are 
here to do more than others. We 
are here to set the fashion, and would 
to (iod that we might have a better 
conception of the dignity of followers 
of Jesus Christ. 


•How about oar influence over 


others? We must tread lightly here. 
A word, a glance, an expression, a 
movement may have an effect on 
others, the consequences of which we 
cannot conceive. We scarcely dare 
to live at all, to act. to gpeak, "unless 
there be a guiding Toice -over our 
shoulder all the lime. Tour neighbor 
goes to church regularly, he observes 
the outward forms of Christian life. 
What do you do more that that? 


"It is told that Alexander the 


Great once had a cowardly soldier 
brought before him. Crtogingly the 
man came into the presence of the 
emperor: -What is your nameV' said 
Alexander. 
Thinking to curry favor 


with the monarch, the soldier said: 
'My name Is Alexander, too." 'Mtn!' 
thundered the emperor, "change that 
name, or honor it!" 


In the evening Mr. Mills spoke 


upon the Kingdom of God as taught 
by Jesus. The services will continue 
to day at 4 and 7:45 o'clock,

other side, free of flies. The flies are 
retained in the dome trap. The in- 
ventor has experimented with his ma.- 
chino and finds that- the animals soon 
learn the value of the machine and 
know enough to walk through it \vhen 
the flies begin to bite. The device has 
been patented.

I keep a flock of 100 ewes and have 


no difflcnlty in having a large percent- 
age of my ewes drop lambs in Novem- 
ber and December. Prom Oct. 15 to 
Dec. 1 they dropped 25 lambs, from 
Dec. 
1 to Jan. 1, 15, and from Jan. 1 to 


date, Feb. S, they have dropped 40, 
making a total of 80 lambs from the 100 
e^res, or fonr-fif tns of the flock before 
Feb. S. I find no difference in regard to 
having early lambs between the ewes 
approaching the Merino breed and those 
favoring the coarser wools, but I do see 
a great difference when it comes to mak- 
ing a -15 pound lamb quickly, as the 
ewes favoring the Down or Dorset breeds 
give much more milk and of a richer 
quality. 
They distance the Merinos 


from two to three weeks iu the growth 
and fattening of a lamb. 


Another important factor in the rais- 


ing of early lambs is the kind of ram 
used. Last year I used a grade Shrop- 
sMre ram. and by so doing it cost me 
one-half the price of the spring lambs, 
as some of them would treed "back to 
the fine wool and some would breed to the 
Shropshire, making a very uneven lot. 
I have great faith in the Dorset sheep, 
as 1 never had such a beautiful lot of 
lambs as this year, and they reach the 
required weight from one to three weeks 
earlier than, any other breed I have ever 
seen tried.

Dorset rams are twice as iifeoly to get 


ewes in lamb as any other breed. Taey 
are much more active, and hoc weather 


PREPARING FOR FAU. PIGS- 


Xuw 1* Ui« Time to Becla to Mmk* B«*''j' 


For Tli«». 


The sows should be so handled that 


the fall litttT of pigs will arrive in Sep- 
tember or early iu October. Early pigs 
aro advisable every time. They com- 
mand tho best prices, and they will 
take ou faster grewth than the later 
ones, because they get a good start en 
yrasf, roots and pumpkins. Late swaet 
com and plenty of warm sunshine in 
the mi-Idle of tho day will also greatly 
contribute to their comfort, and growth. 


A great deal is said against fall pigs, 


and ouu certainly should have nothing 
to do with them if ho cannot make them 
prosper. Poor, sickly, stunted winter 
pigs are a. nuisance and a decided loss 
to the < >wncr. Tho sooner they are killed 
tho betUT it will be. The cause of all 
this, however, is generally too" late 
sen-ing cf the sows or general misman- 
agement. I never found much difficulty 
in getting good litters in September 
and in producing fine pigs for markat 


1 in from six to eight months iron their 
I birth. They have paid me Well, too, for 


at the time they were fattened for mar- 
ket prices were high and the supply 
smalL 


A good sow should litter twice a 


year. If she cannot do this, it is better 
to dispose of her and get a better ono. 
One such «sow is worth more to the 
fanner than two that litter only once a 
year. The long period of idleness for 
the sow that produces young pigs but 
once a year is an unprofitable one to the 
owner. She will generally eat np ail 
the profits her litter will make. Spring 
pigs are all right for those who are 
raising only for home use, but the man 
who raises pigs for market must have 
his fall and spring pigs as well. The 
former will pay him more than the lat- 
ter. If this is doubted, it would be well 
to make an experiment and count the 
cost of everything. 
Of course this pre- 


supposes a good supply of winter feed. 
We cannot raise any winter nnimnls 
without preparing beforehand all the 
right food they will need.

should be reared carefully from the sow 
and then tamed in to the grass lot

In thoso jwrts of town in which 


the foreign born population is lar- 
jest signs in windows indicating the 
presence indoors of salesmen or 
saleswomen with linguistic accom- 
plishments are not rare in retail 
stores, and this is especially the case 
along tbe chiol thoroughfares of the 
cast or west sides of town. In the 
east side the sign "Deutsch hier ge- 
sprechen" is frequent 
Likewise on 


the west side of town two signs are 
familiar, ' 'Ici on parle Prancais'' and 


'JLqni so habla Espanol," for Span- 
iards, Mexicans, Cubans and South 
Americans. But, though the Italian 
population of Kew York is very 
much larger than either the French 
speaking or the Spanish speaking 
colony, signs announcing that Ital- 
ian is spoken within aro rare. The 
reason for this is to bo found proba- 
bly in Tho fact that Italians are 
much more clannish than other na- 
tionalities in .Sow York. 
They buy 


by preference from their own peo- 
ple. They trade with their own 
compatriots, and as American retail 
dealers derivo little benefit from tho 
patronage of Italian purchasers thoy 
do not find it expedient to secure, 
even in tha larger stores, salesmen 
familiar with the Italian tongue. 


Moreover, Italian is a language 


spoken practically by Italians only. 
It is nowhere a substitute for any 
other language, whereas German is 
very generally spoken by those corn- 
ing from Russia and. Austria, <is well 
as Germany, while French is the 
language of many of tho Swiss and 
nearly all of the Belgians in town, 
anil another reason to account for 
it is this: Tho Italian emigrants who 
eorno to Xow York are for the most- 
part very poor and aro until a fow 
years after their arrival nt least un- 
ablo to K-VO any profitable patronage 
to the larirer stores. If fortune fa- 
vors thorn and they acquire means, 
they havo Irarned. Enidish in tho 


and tho aid of Italian 
.Qhinen is not required. 


Mc.iiy wealthy and woil to do Ital- 
i.iuh also speak French as well as 
their own language. Italians aro, 
furthermore', singularly adept at, ac- 
quiiing English. 
After a brief resi- 


dence in to >vn the most unlettered 
and untutored Italian will havo at 
least a =-m.it termg of colloquial Er.g- 
liah and ho ablo to make himself un- 
derstood. Tho same is true of the 
Russian Jews who come to tho Unit- 
ed States and after u brief residence 
aro able to convorso volubly in Eng- 
lish, or, at least, what servos as 
English. 


The importance of tho Italian col- 


ony in Now York is at present one 
of numbers rather than ot influence, 
bus it will probably not be many 
years until the aptitude of the Ital- 
ians for American ways, as well as 
for the English language, will make 
itself felt.—New York Sun.
